EARLY  DUTCH  MEDALS  RELATING 
10  AMERICA. 

[S  •e  Vtiu  Loon  Meixlic  History  of  the  how  Countries.^ 

In  the  month  of  May,  1628,  the  Dutch 
Wes'l  I ndia  Company  equipped  a fleet  ot 
ihirt\'-one  ships,  which  sailed  under  the  com 
mand  cf  Peter  Ileyn,  with  orders  to  cruise  to 
the  north  of  Ctiba  and  to  intercept  the  royal 
Spanish  fleet,  conveying  the  galleys  laden 
with  the  silver  ore  of  the  Mexican  mines. 
On  the  8ih  of  September  the  fleet  was  as- 
sailed by  a violent  tempest,  which  drove  it 
northward  toward  the  neighooring  coast  of 
Florida,  opposite  the  Bay  of  Matancas,  Cuba. 

1 his  was  a fortunate  event  for  the  sturdy 
iHitchmen,  because  the  Spanish  fleet,  to 
avoid  the  cruising  Hollanders,  of  whose  pres- 
ence its  commander  had  been  informed,  was 
•sailing  close  to  the  Florida  coast,  and  threw 
itselt,  as  it  were,  into  the  arms  of  its  foes. 
.Alter  a weak  resistance  the  Hollanders  made 
themselves  masters  of  the  galleys,  and  of  all 
the  treasures  therein  contained.  The  gold 
and  silver  amounted  to  7,000,000  livres,  the 
merchandise  to  3,600,000,  and  the  cannon 
and  armaments  were  estimated  at  4,000,000. 
Fifty  pei  cent,  of  this  was  distributed  among  the 
captors,  and  as  a reward  lorsuch  a brilliant  suc- 
cess, the  greatest  honors  were  conferred  up- 
on the  /Xdmiral,  Peter  Heyn,  a man  of  hum 
b!e  birth,  but  whose  services  to  his  native 
country,  at  this  critical  juncture,  could  not  be 
overestimateil.  because  the  immense  treas- 1 
ures  ca]5tured  by  him  became  a potent  factor 
in  the  hands  ot  the  Dutch  States,  then  wag- 
ing a desperate  war  tor  their  independence 
with  the  Spania’cls. 

He  was  received  with  the  ringing  of  bells, 
and  the  greatest  acclamations  b\  the  Prince 
ot  ()iange  himself,  accompanied  by  the  King 
of  Bohemia,  and  the  ambassadors  of  crown- 
ed heads.  The  Prince  treated  him  sump- 
tuously, not  only  in  recognition  of  his  great 
services,  but  also  to  reward  him  for  the  large 


share  of  prize  money,  which  he,  himself,  as 
Grand-Admiral  of  the  Republic  drew  from 
this  fortunate  expedition.  The  States  also 
honored  this  hero,  thus  loaded  with  the  spoils 
of  the  Spaniards,  with  the  dignity  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Admiral of  Holland  and  caused  the 
following  medals  to  be  struck  to  the  glory  of 
the  victor  with  silver  captured  from  the  Span- 
ish galleys  :

We  give  in  this  niirnber  more  space  to  our 
review  of  the  important  coin  sales  which  have 
lately  taken  place.

The  late  Charles  I.  Btishncll,  Esq.,  of  New 
York,  left,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  some  two 
years  ago,  a large,  beautiful,  and  valuable 
collection  of  American  coins,  collected  with 
much  taste  and  perseverance  at  a time  when 
collectors  were  few  and  rarities  cheap.  To 
these  he  added, from  the  Mickley  sale,  a num- 
ber of  rarities,  costing  in  the  aggregate  not 
less  than  one  thousand  dollars  If  rumor 
speaks  truly,  Mr.  Bushnell,  who  was  ex- 
tremely attached  to  his  collection,  and  guard- 
ed it  with  the  vigilance  ol  a Cerberes  from 
the  eye  and  touch  of  the  profane,  would 
fain  have  taken  it  along  with  him  as  a tribute 
to  grim  Charon,  but  this  according  to  mod- 
ern ideas  being  impossible,  it  was  left  behind 
with  other  earthly  treasures,  and  was  kept  by 
his  son  in  the  little  brick  house,  the  old  Bush- 
nell homestead,  on  4th  Avenue,  New  York. 
Since  his  death  a number  of  coin  dealers  and 
coin  collectors  have  endeavored  to  buy  this 
collection,  $10,000  cash  being  asked,  but 
the  opportunities  to  carefully  examine  would 
not  be  given,  or  else  the  restrictions  were 
onerous.  Still  several  dealers  eventually  ob- 
tained a fair  view  of  the  coins,  and  as  much 
as  $7,500  was  offered  by  a New  York  man 
and  other  parties.  About  3 months  ago  W. 

E.  W.  thought  he  had  bagged  the  prize  (see 
Am.  J.  for  January),  H.  P.  S , H.  G.  S.,  Ed 

F. ,  and  many  others  were  negotiating  at  var- 
ious times  with  Mr.  Bushnell’s  son  lor  the 
purchase  of  the  cabinet,  but  while  the  fray 
at  the  front  gate  of  the  citadel  was  waxing 
hot,  the  Chapman  Brothers,  by  a brilliant 
strategic  movement,  having  secured  an  ally 
within,  entered  through  the  postern  gate  in 
the  rear,  and  captured  the  stronghold,  much 
to  the  dismay  of  the  craft  in  general,  for  few, 
excepting  well  informed  observers,  had 
thought  of  them. 


Having  gained  full  posession,  they  propose 
to  sell  the  entire  collection  at  auction,  and 
are  now  engaged  in  preparing  the  catalogue.

Mr.  A.  Dohrmann,  of  San  Francisco,  the 
former  owner  of  the  collection,  is  a gentle- 
man of  means,  whose  tastes  led  him  to  the 
formation  of  a general  numismatic  collection. 
While  no  particular  series,  outside  perhaps  ot 
the  German,  attracted  his  special  attention, 
yet  the  good  taste  displayed  in  his  selections, 
his  perseverance  in  collecting,  and  liberality 
ill  jHirchases,  eventually  made  him  the  owner 
of  a collection  worthy  to  be  ranked  among 
the  best  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Woodward  acquitted  himself  well  of 
his  task  in  compiling  the  catalogue,  and  if  his 
arbitrary  classification  and  lack  of  systematic 


references  betray  rather  the  hasty  copying  of 
extant  notes  than  the  accurate  and  scholarly  1 
self-reliance  of  a numismatist,  yet  the  mag-  j 
nitude  of  the  work  and  shortness  of  time  ta  I 
ken  to  accomplish  it  must  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration; also  his  apparent  total  ignorance 
of  the  great  numismatic  authorities,  Schulth- 
ess-Rechberg,  Madai,  Van  Loon,  and  others, 
in  whose  works  accurate  descriptions  of  near- 
ly all  the  Dohrmann  coins  are  found,  and  to 
which,  in  a work  of  this  magnitude,  at  least 
occasional  references  should  have  been  made. 
Of  course  there  was  the  usual  growling  on 
the  part  of  buyers.  Casts,  counterfeits,  etc., 
seemed  to  be  particularly  abundant,  also  a 
marked  indifference  and  apathy  on  the  part 
of  New  York  coin  buyers,  only  an  average  of 
five  or  six  men,  and  these  nearly  all  dealers,  be 
ing  present  during  the  sale,  which  by  the  way 
would  have  brought  more,  cost  less,  and  been 
better  attended,  had  it  continued  3 instead  of 
6 days.  But  Mr.  Woodward  fought  them  all 
piece  by  piece,  taking  up  the  lots  on  which 
there  were  no  bids  himself,  thus  sadly  disap- 
pointing those  who  attend  coin  sales  exclu- 
sively to  buy  coins  as  old  bullion  and  resell 
them  the  next  day  to  Wall  Street  brokers.

ed  on  every  occasion  when  he  has  anything 
to  say  to  the  public  to  resort  to  “ways  that 
are  dubious.’'  Why,  for  instance,  call  himself 
Scott  & Co.,  while  it  is  an  open  secret  that 
he  is  the  head  and  tail  of  the  concern;  and 


why  not  call  these  coins  just  what  they  were, 
and  what  every  coin  dealer  in  the  U.  S.,  ex- 
cept Scott  himself,  would  probably  have  been 
proud  to  call  them. 

“SELECTIONS  FKOM  STOCK.” 

No,  there  must  be  somewhere  a mysteri- 
ous collection  from  which  these,  of  course  the 
worst  specimens,  are  culled.  The  attention 
of  coin  buyers  is  thus  kept  on  the  qui  vive, 
and  whenever  Mr.  Scott  has  gathered  another 
harvest  from  “countrymen  with  rare  coins  in 
their  pockets,”  that  daily  throng  his  office  in 
answer  to  the  shrill  calls  of  his  advertise- 
ments, he  will  be  ready  to  “cull”  another  400 
lot  sale  from  his  little  stock  of  20,000,  and  at 
this  rate  will  be  able  to  keep  up  his  yearly 
sales  till  long  after  doomsday,  that  is  if  he  sur- 
vives the  event.  This  much  for  the  title; 
now  for  the  catalogue  itself:  A fine  selection, 

undoubtedly  accurately  described  by  a pen 
not  devoid  of  scholarly  attributes.  We 
examined  every  piece  in  the  sale  and 
found  them  with  some  exceptions  in  condit- 
ion nearly  up  to  the  descriptions  in  the  cat- 
alogue, though  it  was  regrettable  that  so 
much  pains  should  have  been  taken  in  clean- 
ing and  polishing  them — a needless  task, 
Mr.  Scott  should  know  by  this  time,  since 
the  greater  part  of  collectors  prefer  to  have 
their  coins  remain  as  found,  neither  polished, 
burnished,  nor  cleaned  with  acids,  etc. 

The  audience  which  assembled  at  Clinton 
Hall  to  witness  the  sale,  or  participate  in  pur- 
chases was  composed,  when  the  auctioneer 
called  the  first  number,  of  exactly  fourteen 
persons,  including  spectators,  one  lady,  a Sun 
reporter,  and  Mr,  Scott,  t here  was  no  com- 
petition in  the  bidding,  Mr.  Scott  and  “South” 
having  nearly  everything  knocked  down  to 
them.  Bids  were  jumped  in  round  numbers 
2,  5,  to,  50  and  100  at  a time,  to  such  high 
figures  as  to  drown  competitive  voices.
